The resignation of eleven’ more 
European members of the. Police

Before going further into the 
expenditure aide Jet us sce how 
Britain met this enormous bill 
of £37,800 million: 

No less thin £20,300 million, 
or 5414 per cent. was paid far 
in ensh, from taxts and mis- 
eellancous sources of income. 
The balance of £17,000 million 
was -borrowed, most'y at home 
from the people of Britain -out 
of their savings and astringent 
economies, - 

By direct and “tndirect im- 
posts, the people of Britain as 
the world knows, taxed them- 
selves more heavily than ever 
before in history and more 
heavily than any Allied country, 
Very early in the struggle taxes 
were pushed up to maximum 
levela. ° Standard rate of In- 
rome .tax, for instance, was 
raised to ten shillings in the 
pound and the’ exemption limita 
cut back to levels which meant 
that all single workers paid tax 
after earnings reached £110 a 
year. At the other end of the 


rcale, sur-tax was Incfcased to 
rates which took, with income 
tax 198. Gd. “out of every 
pound from incomes tole 
£20,000 n year, .
